REINFORCEMENTS WANTED 
FOR KWANGSL. 
——— —— : 

The Chinese Goveroment is in receipt of a 
lony telegraphic message from Kwangsi, stat- 
ing that the rebels along the border of that 
province are again working with great activity, 
They. have cut the telegraph wite at Publi to 
the extent of several tens of //, The same 
message goes on to say that in spite of every 
effort having been made by the soldiers to 
suppress them, the result has not been very suc- 
cessful, for.the rebels, cunning as they are, 
are playing the game very cleverly, When they 
engaged the soldiers in one patt, simultaneous- 
ly they started fresh disturbances in another, 
thus rendering it very difficult with regard to 
the concentration of forces. At present the rebels 
have spread themsélves into the neighbouring 
province, and, as the number of soldiers at the 
disposal of the authorities is inadequate to cope 
with them, it was earnestly requested that the 
Viceroy and Governor of that province might be 
ordered to co-operate in their suppression, The 
Government authority, Wang Wen Shao, con- 
vened a meeting to consider the request as 
stated in the message, and on the 6th of this 
moon a memorial was sent in tothe Throne on 
behalf of the petitioner. - 


THE VICEROY'S MISTAKES. 

It is now ascertained that the blunder and 
error of Viceroy Chen Chun Hsuan in effecting. 
asuppression of the Kwangsi rebellion, lie in 
the secret of not employing local soldiers, 
Most of the men serving under, him, and 
now engaged inactive service in Kwangsi, come 
from provinces other than Kwangsi and Kwang- 
tung. These are maintained at enormous 
expense, and do not perform any valuable 
service in return at all, In short they are a 
plague to the people, For all these coupled 
with other reasons, the Vicéroy, so it is said, 
has now come to repentance. He made the 
taistake, an almost fatal one as far as policy is 
concerned, tbrough not realising the importance 
and efficiency of the local soldiers in whom he 
has had little or no confidence. The mistake, 
however, has been pointed out to. him and, 
being convinced, he will soon change his policy 
in this respect. Le has ordered some Kwang- 
tung troops to proceed 1o Kwangsi as soon as 
Kwanglung gets a little more traaquil— 
Eastern Times,

This was only $5o 
above the upset price and no others being 
forthcoming he secured the Jand for $21,050, 
and the purchaser. at once proceeded to sign 
the contract and pay the $1,000 required under 
the terms of sale, the balance being payable on 
the completion of the lease.

F. A, Hazeland, into the death of Ah Tai, a 
coolic boy, aged 16 years, and another coolie, 
who has not been identified, who met their, 
deaths in Queen Vctoria Street, on the t4th 
ult, by the falling of. an iron gutter piping. 

The following jury was empanelled; Mr. 
W., Turner (foreman), and Messrs. C. B. 
Thomas, and E, 0. R. Volbretch 

Evidence wns adduced to the effect that 
the deceased met their deatha in Queen Vic- 
toria Street by a piece of iron piping falling 
upon them as they sat on the road-side below, 
from No. 85 Queen's Road, opposite the Cen-, 
tral Market, When Constable Cooper repair- 
ed to the spot he found the boy was just alive, 
bit.-the man quite dead. The boy was 
rémoved to the mortuary, and the bo 
was sent to the Govemment Civil Hospital, 
where he died two hours after admission, Both 
deceased died from fractured skulls, besides 
sustaining other injuries, : 

Mr. G. H. E-lwards identified the piece of 
yutter a8 a portion of that which belonged to 
the eaves gutter of the house in question, and 
stated that the wood-work which had been 
attached 10 the gutter had become rotten 
through the action of water, damp and so 
on, the exposed portions appearing to be in 
good ‘condition, There was nothing outside 
to show that it was a dangér to the public. 
{n witness's op nion it was an accident which 
could not be foreseen, ! ut there wasa faulty 
construction inasmuch as the gutter was not 
supported by brackets Ina large number of 
houses in the Colony, built prior to the present 
Building Ordinance, there were no brackets 
supporting the gutter, Under the present or- 
dinance brackets are required. ere if no 
law in Hongkong prohibiting the filling up of 
thede eaves with cement, The owner was call- 
ed and said he did not know there was any 
cement in the guiler, The house was twenty 
years old, ; 

The jury returned a verdict of “ Death by 
misadventure,” adding the rider that they were 
of opinion that the accident was accellerated 
by the gutter being filled with cement.

An American Engineer, Mr. Bash, secured a 
concession in 1898, for the construction of a | 
railway between Gonton ond Hankow, This 
was ‘to be a purely American railway or Auglo- 
American railway. Upon this understanding 
the concessionary received the full and un- 
qualified support of both the American and 
British Ministers in Peking. It was upon, this 
understanding that the Chinese granted: the 
tailway franchise to Mr, Bash. It did not 
matter whether the railway was constructed 
by Mr. Bash or parties deputed by Mr, 
Rash, the company, constructing or con- 
trolling the railway, was to be an American 
or Anglo-American Company, No circum- 
stances could alter this constitution. The 
alienation of control by an American Com 
pany, if alienation was necessary, must be to 
another American or an Anglo-American Com- 
pany, but any alienation to a company the 
preponderating influénce upon which was not 
American, would render the concession null 
and void. This though not actually in the 
English tenet, is tthe spirit of the translations 
from the Chinese tenets. ee te 

Mr. W. K. Brice in Nov. 1903 said the 
Amerivans had come amongst the Chinese to 
help the latter in their progress, they meant to 
come peacefully and deal justly with the people 
of China, " Where, we ask, is the just dealing 
towards China in the Belgo-American railway 
deal regarding the Canton Hankow railway. 
The mattcr was put through on a fair and 
square deal on the side of the Chinese and the 
Goversment and it is hardly consonant with 
the usual American ideas of just dealing to 
obtain a railway franchise on a distinct under: 
standing and manipulate it on another, The 
preponderating American control in shares and 
in personnel has disappeared not to be replaced 
by the other section of the Anglo-Saxon race, 
but by the very people the Chinesedid not desire 
to have any interest in the southern trunk line. 
The New York Journal of Commerce after 
dealing with the report of this railway under 
the heading “Commercial China in 1904,” 
pertinently remarks “‘T'he important qualifi- 
cation should have been made that the line has 
ceased-to be American, ‘having passed into the 
hands of the same Belgian Syndicate, which is 
constructing the railroad from Peking to Han- 
kow. Mr, William Rarclay Parsons, who wag 
president of the America China Development 
Company, has been replaced by a representa- 
tive of the Belgian Syndicate, the “general 
manager of the company has been recalled, 
and the whole working organization of the 
scheme has ceased to. be American and ber 
come Belgian." ; 

Not only has this transfer to Belgian control 
been n betrayal of good faith towards China, 
but it is a betrayal ‘of the gaod name and 
prestige of America throughout the whole Chi- 
nese Empire just at a time when the name of 
America was a key to the conrmercial develop: 
ment of the Chinese Empire. If the Chinese 
Government had contemplated or desired a 
Belgian ownership of the Canton-Hankow rail- 
way it would have been quite simple for the 
Chinese Government to have arranged this 
matter direct with Belgium, and stand by the 
profits or risks of such a deal, without negotia- 
ling through expensive American commercial 
channels, 

Were Belgium alone the interested country 
in this matter the railway betrayal would have 
been bad enough, but when it is considered 
that in these matters Belgium represents a 
politico-commercial enterprise of Russia, the 
hereditary.enemy of Anglo-Saxondom, then the 
alienation af the Canton-Hankow railway to 
the agents of our enemies becomes worse than 
a calamity, it becomes a national and even 
international disgrace as far as America 
and Britain are concerned with China, 

Some apologists for he betrayal say that 
Belgium had already secured the right of te- 
version should America fail to construct the 
railway. The merest infant in Chinese politics 
can hard'y see in this tho Chinese typical 
method of refusing by on acquiescence, de- 
pendant opon a contingency which the 
expect will never cot: about. The Chi- 
nese never had any intection of letting the 
Belgians build the Canton-Hankow railway 
as is abundantly proved ‘from the indignant 

rotests regarding the alienation pouring ir 

rom all quarters, Governmental official, semi- 
official and mercantile —Shanghai Times.
